On Klaver's strong-worded

supported, 34-8. 


All eight protesters were

It will take a minimum of 


33 votes for LB377 to be en- 
acted with the emergency 
clause so that the proposed 
2]/2% sales and use tax can 
become operative on May I. 


As the Legislature moved 


away from the Klaver attack 
and into the bill itself, the 
plan was for every one of the 
sections in the 119-page bill 
to be read. After each section, 
Revenue Chairman J. W. Bur- 
bach was answering — and was 
prepared to answer — ques- 
tions of fellow lawmakers. 


(When the Unicameral ad- 


journed at noon Tuesday, only 
20 of the voluminous bill's 
pages had been read.) 


Once the bill's full reading 


was completed, 
individual 


senators could then s u b m i t 
amendments. 


T h i s point may not be 


reached— unless the original 
procedure plan is revised — 
for several days. 


Rate Cut Eyed 


Sen. J e r o m e Warner of 


Waverly has prepared one 
amendment. It would cut 
the 2%% sales tax rate to 2% 
on July 1, 1968. This is exactly 
in line with a recommenda- 
tion voiced Monday by Gov. 
Norbert T. Tiemann in his 
budget message. 


However, Beatrice Sen. 


Fred Carstens disclosed he 
will seek to have the initial 
hales tax rate held at 2%, 
rather than 2V-j% as Tiemann 
proposed when he sponsored 
LB377. 


Other amendments, dealing 


with the possibilities of broad- 
ening the exemption sections 
of the sales tax, are under- 
stood to be taking shape. 


For the record, LB37? was 


finally called up for general 
f i l e consideration at 10:18 
a.m. Tuesday— the governor's 
response (liberally modified 
by the Revenue Committee) 
to the tax crisis voters cre- 
ated last November. At that 
time, citizens constitutionally 
eliminated the property t a x 
as a main source of state tax 
revenue. Thej simultaneously 
repealed the 1965 state income 
tax. 


Decision Attacked 


Klaver waved copies of the 


Legislature's rules, as w e l l 
as Robert's Rules of Order, 
in arguing for his divide-the- 
bill motion. 
He attacked Everroad's de- 


cision as going "against the 
heart of the rules of the Legis- 
lature." K l a v e r said he 
wanted only a "legal and ju- 
dicial" answer from his fellow 
Omaha Republican a n d not 
a political one.

Ceiling Change 
Goes on Ballot

Lincoln voters at the May 


2 general election will be vot- 
ing on a proposed city tax 
ceiling amendment that uses 
the present tax ceiling for- 
mula except for the freezing of 
the valuation of intangibles 
as reported Jan. 1, 1966.

ment recommended by t h e 
advisory city charter taxation 
committee h e a d e d by Lau- 
rence Tyler.

Council members, 
a f t e r 


meeting in a special session 
with representatives of t h e 
taxation committee, said they 
felt that the simplest formu- 
la changes now were impor- 
tant if voter approval w a s 
hoped for on the issue. 


Repeal Debate 


The committee told t h e 


Council that the recommend- 
ed stopgap amendment will 
bolster Lincoln's taxing au- 
thority while the Legislature 
debates and decides on a tax 
to repeal intangibles, n o w 
some 57% of the city tax base. 


The e x a c t extent of any 


city emergency on its tax 
ceiling isn't known until the 
Legislature takes action on 
several pending tax bills in- 
cluding one to repeal intan- 
gibles. 


However, there is a possi- 


bility that the city's present 
tax ceiling formula will be in 
no trouble for the city's next 
fiscal year beginning Sept. 1, 
1967. 


The city's tax ceiling for- 


mula, city mill levy and bud- 
get computations and approv- 
al must legally occur by 
Sept. 1 which is before any 
bills passed by this session 
of the Legislature would be 
effective unless they contain 
the emergency clause. 


The bill to repeal intangi- 


bles does contain the emer- 
gency clause now 
and if 


passed in that form would 
become effective 
upon the 


signature by the governor. 


33 Votes 


There also exists the pos-

For Congress, a "bill of rights" for com-

Strengthening

A sidelight on this provision is of interest 


to Nebraskans. 


Sen. 
Everett Dirksen of Illinois and Ne- 


braska's Sen. Hruska offered an amendment 
to strike this provision, contending it should 
be considered by the Judiciary Committee. 
Sen. Monroney pointed to past inaction by 
that committee and said ''The time has come 
to fish or cut bait." The Journal agrees that 
it was high time and that federal lobbyists 
should be registered and policed. 


Dispensing with senatorial confirmation 


or ''advisory" recommendations by me m- 
bers of the House on appointment ot postmas- 
ters and putting selection on a basis of merit 
is also a reform long past due. It would seem 
release from this patronage would be a re- 
lief to congressmen and p u t the Postal De- 
partment more nearly on a business-like ba- 
sis. 


This bill will not revolutionize congres- 


sional procedures nor does it cover all t h e 
areas where reform is needed, but the sena- 
tors are to be commended for taking t h i s 
constructive step. 


Now if they will turn to congressional 


ethics with courage, the public may gain a 
new respect for the men who make the laws. 


Sens. Case, Clark, Hart, Hatfield, Kuchel 


and Tydings have introduced a new "disclos- 
ure" bill. This would require members of 
Congress, their top legislative staff, candi- 
dates for Congress and top officials in the ex- 
ecutive branch to report yearly their incomes, 
gifts, liabilities and assets and their transac- 
tions in commodities and real estate.

This would be a good companion to 


the strengthened lobbying provision in 
the procedures bill and would give the 
people*a much clearer view of special in- 
terests, both inside and outside Congress, 
which influence legislation. 


Is This Change Necessary? 


The Lincoln City Council has taken what 


it seems to feel is the easy way out in 
proposing a change in the city charter tax 
ceiling.

It is submitting to voters for the May 


2 city election a charter amendment 
which would simply freeze at its 1966 
level that portion of the tax limitation 
which is based on the value of intangible 
property.

In so doing, the Council attempts to 


cope with one possible change in state legis- 
lation which could affect the city tax ceiling, 
repeal of the tax on intangible property. 


But it refuses to undertake the complete 


revamping of the tax ceiling provision which 
will be needed to meet further possible 
changes in state law and other contingencies 
which could affect the charter limitation. 


The Council takes the attitude that it 


should not go further in revising the charter 
limitation until it knows what the Legislature 
is going to do about taxes. It chooses only 
to react to outside forces, rather than doing 
its own job in a way that will not be subject 
to constant crisis. 


By the Council's own rationale, there is 


no reason at this time to pass any charter 
amendment at all. The Legislature has not 
taken action on a bill to repeal the intangible 
tax and even if it does it might not be 
passed in time to affect the city's tax ceiling 
for the coming fiscal year. 


If the purpose of amending the char- 


ter's tax provision is merely to keep up 
with changes made by the Legislature, we 
might as well wait until the Legislature 
acts before voting on any charter amend- 
ment. 


Phony Arguments 


Those high income interests who arc at- 


tempting to scuttle the state income tax for 
their own benefit hide behind a pair of argu- 
ments that are completely phony: (1) that Ne- 
braska voters, in beating down the 1965 in- 
come tax, were expressing opposition to any 
kind of income tax; and (2) that the sales 
tax is the only major revenue source that 
has not been repudiated at the polls by Ne- 
braska voters, thus it should carry the load 
alone. 


The first contention obviously is shat- 


tered by the fact that at the same time 
Nebraska voters were defeating the spe- 
cific income tax bill, LB797 from the 1%'5 
session, they also were giving convincing 
support to a constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing a state income tax based on the 
federal tax.

This was Amendment No. 8 which was 


favored by 215,696 Nebraska voters and op- 


posed by 176,326. In Lancaster County this 
amendment carried nearly two to one. 31,591 
to 15.912. It was opposed by a majority of 
Douglas County voters but carried in the rest 
of the state. 


If Nebraskans were dead set against any 


kind of state income tax, they certainly would 
not have given their blessing to such a tax 
based on the federal system — as the bill now 
before the Legislature. 


As lor the second point, the only reason 


Nebraska voters have not rejected a sales 
tax is that they have not been offered the 
opportunity to do so. There is every reason 
to believe that voters will defeat any specific 
tax on which they are asked to vote.

"This privilege he could not have. He was 


too gifted. He could think and work in realms 
unrelated to each other and find the connect- 
ing link. The most appalling task of ,es,t,ab- 
lishing a link between physical science, wax-- 
fare and world politics happened to be en- 
trusted to him and the result will forever re- 
mind men of his time. 


"Me carried this destiny of his like a 


cross, and the cross itself he had carved 
with his own hands. Sometimes he faltered. 
Now he is free as he never has been; freed 
from his too many talents, freed from the 
torture of his genius. Now he is with God and 
God will give him peace."

Another man, whose genius took another 


turn, lived and died in almost the same span 
of years. Henry R. Luce, long-time publisher 
of Time magazine, lived and worked in the 
main stream of life, attained great success 
and never weighed heavily on the American 
conscience. Yet he left an impact on Ameri- 
can thought which will be felt long after his 
death.

Kuchel 
and Tydings have introduced a new “disclo.s- 
ure” bill. This would require members of 
Congress, their top legislative .staff, candi­ 
dates for Congress and top officials in the ex­ 
ecutive branch to rep ort yearly their incomes, 
gifts, liabilities and assets and their transac­ 
tions in commodities and real estate. 


A sidelight on this p rovision is of interest 
to Nebraskans. 


This would be a good comp anion to 
the strengthened lobbying p rovision in 
the p rocedures bill and would give the 
p eop le a much clearer view of sp ecial in­ 
terests, both inside and outside Congress, 
which influence legislation. 
Is This Change Necessary? 


The Lincoln City Council has taken what 
it seems to feel is 
the easy way out in 
p rop osing a change in 
the city charter tax 
celling. 


It is submitting to voters for the .May 
2 city election a charter amendment 
which would simp ly freeze at its 1%B 
level that p ortion of the tax limitation 
which is based on the value of intangible 
p rop erty. 


In so doing, the 
Council attemp ts to 
cop e with one p ossible change in state legis­ 
lation which could affect the city tax ceiling, 
rep eal of the tax on intangible p rop erty. 
But it refuses to undertake the comp lete 
revamp ing of the tax ceiling p rovision which 
will be needed to meet further p ossible 
changes in state law and other contingencies 
which could affect the charter limitation. 


The Council takes the attitude that it 
should not go further in revising the charter 
limitation until it knows what the Legislature 
is going to do about taxes. It chooses only 
to react to outside forces, rather than doing 
its own job in a way that will not be subject 
to constant crisis. 
By the Council’s own rationale, there is 
no reason at this time to p ass any charter 
amendment at all. The Legislature has not 
taken action on a bill to rep eal the intangible 
tax and even if it does it might not be 
p assed in time to affect the city’s tax ceiling 
for the coming fiscal year. 


If the p urp ose of amending the char­ 
ter’s tax p rovision is merely to keep up 
with changes made by the Legislature, we 
might as well wait until the Legislature 
acts before voting on any charter amend­ 
ment. 
Phony Arguments 


Those high income interests who arc at­ 
temp ting to scuttle the state income tax for 
their own benefit hide behind a j)air of argu­ 
ments that are comp letely p hony: (1) that Ne­ 
braska voters, in beating down the 1965 in­ 
come tax, were exp ressing op p osition to any 
kind of income tax; and (2) that the sales 
tax is the only major revenue source that 
has not been rep udiated at the p olls by Ne­ 
braska voters, thus it should carry the load 
alone. 


p osed by 176.326. In Lancaster County this 
amendment carried nearly two to one, 31.591 
to 15,912. It was op p osed by a majority of 
Douglas County voters but carried in the rest 
of the state. 


The first contention obviously is shat­ 
tered by the fact that at the same time 
Nebraska voters were defeating the sp e­ 
cific income tax bill, LB797 from the 1965 
session, they also were giving convincing 
sup p ort to a constitutional amcndnient au­ 
thorizing a state income tax based on the 
federal tax. 


If Nebraskans were dead set against any 
kind of state income tax, they certainly would 
not have given their blessing to such a tax 
based on the federal system — as the bill now 
before the Legislature. 
As for the second p oint, the only reason 
Nebraska voters have not rejected a sales 
tax is that they have not been offered the 
op p ortunity to do so. There is every reason 
to believe that voters will defeat any sp ecific 
tax on which they are asked to vote.

MORE o r LESS PERSONAE 
One of the great and tragic figu re of 
our times was J. Robert Op p enheimer.

He was 
too gifted. He could think and work in realms 
unrelated to each other and find the connect­ 
ing link. The most ap p alling task of estab­ 
lishing a link between p hysical science, war­ 
fare and world p olitics hap p ened to be en­ 
trusted to him and the result will forever re­ 
mind men of his time. 


A Mira cle 
After about five minutes, 
I arose and 
quietly resumed my seat. Conrad followed. 
Services continued. But soon, that whisp er 
again; “Johnnv, 1 
n e e d more. I’m going 
back.” 


I called for him about three the next 
afternoon. It took me a while to get him up 
and dressed. 1 p ointed out that I wanted to 
get that old exp erience, too. I think it was 
this statement that finally did it — the feel­ 
ing that I needed him to take me to church. 


Again the members of that congregation 
gathered around and p rayed. .Again those p eo­ 
p le came forward to p ut the arms of moral 
sup p ort around Conrad. They weren't going 
to let him go. They knew something was go­ 
ing to hap p en—and it did! 


Ha ppy Music 
The music was hap p y music. The service 
was sort of a miraculous combination of the 
joy of a Pentecostal meeting and the quiet 
fervor of a Quaker service. 


When Conrad came back after that sec­ 
ond session, the alcoholic flush was gone 
from his face, the stagger from his walk. His 
whole being seemed to radiate a light and 
joy and p eace that I had never known. This 
man was not a drunk. I couldn’t tell that he’d 
ever had a drink. 


My reverie was shattered by a beery 
stage whisp er: “Johnny, if I go down the 
aisle, wiU vou come with me?” 


Do you know what this means? I saw a 
miracle right before my eyes. 
A besotted, 
drunken bum in a moment of p rayer was 
transformed into a hap p y, radiant Christian. 


Now' my church is kind of staid and un­ 
demonstrative. Could I get up out of a com­ 
fortable seat, right in the middle of a ser­ 
mon. and go walking up to the front? I cer­ 
tainly could not- 
But here was a guy who was in need. 
He wanted help . I simp ly said yes, and the 
next instant, Conrad had lurched to his feet 
and was walking toward the altar rail. An 
instant later, I was walking with him. 


“ He carried this destiny of his Hki a 
cross, and the cross Itself he had carved 
with his own hands. Sometimes he faltered. 
Now he is free as he never has been; freed 
from his too many talents, freed from the 
torture of his genius. Now he is with God and 
God will give him p eace.” 


This was my adventure — the night a 
drunk took me to church and help ed me rea­ 
lize the p ower of God. I learned the p eace 
and joy that is p ossible when, casting aside 
these self-righteous rags, we come to God, 
not just for help , but for salvation. 


.Another man. whose genius took another 
turn, lived and died in almost the same sp an 
of years. Henry R. Luce, long-time p ublisher 
of Time magazine, lived and worked in the 
main stream of life, attained great success 
and never weighed heavily on the American 
conscience. Yet he left an imp act on Ameri- 
! 
can thought which will be felt long after his 
' 
death. 
Emmet John Hughes, a one-time emp loye 
of Time, wrote of Luce in Newsweek: 
I 


“ He was truly a great American Intellect­ 
ual. He was more authentically so than many 
self-p roclaimed intellectuals w h os e disdain 
for him, most of his life, was matched by 
his scorn of them. He resp onded to ideas—ncw 
and brash and wild—-with an excitement al­ 
most sensual and unbridled . . . 


“He p lainly filled the si)ace around him. 
He made the ground he stood on truly — 
sometimes defiantly — his. And so his life 
served its sovereign and p recise p urp ose: to 
make some difference to history.” 


This century has lost two men of genius 
who have left their foot p rints in an exciting 
moment In history.

tyledical, Osteopathic Professions 
Square Off in Debate Over LB568 


By BESS JENKINS 


Three of four proposed bills 


had'smooth unopposed sailing 
through a Legislative Public 
Health and Welfare Commit- 
tee 'hearing M o n d a y but 
L6568, the fourth and last, 
kept senators in session long 
past 5 p.m. 


All action was held up until 


after the committee's Tues- 
day afternoon hearings on 
several other bills. 


LB568 produced the bien- 


nial debate for 1967 between 
representatives of Nebraska's 
medical and osteopathic pro- 
fessions. 


It gives the person eligible 


to take the osteopathic prac- 
tice examination in Nebraska 
the right to also take the 
physician's examination and 
be licensed to practice medi- 
cine and surgery. 


Unless changed by amend- 


ments given to the Commit- 
tee, "LB568 eliminates provi- 
sions adopted by the 1963 
Legislature. This provides that 
prospective 
candidates 
for 


medical - surgical 
licensure 


must be graduates of osteo- 
pathic schools accredited by 
the Nebraska Dept. of Health 
upon recommendation from 
the Board of Examiners in 
Medicine and Surgery. 


The other three bills, with- 


out opposition, were: 


LB475, introduced by Sen. 


Fern Hubbard Orme, increas- 
ing the State Health Board 
membership to nine, provid- 
ing that-a member 
of the 


Nebraska Nurses Assn. be ap- 
pointed as this ninth person. 


LB497, defining conditions 


and procedures for accep- 
tance of funds given to the 
State Education Dept. for the 
state blind, deaf and retarded 
schools, and outlining their 
use in behalf of children at 
these handicapped institutions, 
Sen. 
Rick Budd was intro- 


ducer. 


LB603, introduced by Sen. 


Ross Rasmussen, also relating 
to educational or training pro- 
cedures for handicapped chil- 
dren. It provides for state re- 
imbursement 
of transporta- 


tion costs of handicapped chil- 
dren forced to attend another 
school d i s t r i c t ; includes 
classes for emotionally dis- 
turbed children as another 
category of mandatory special 
education; permits 
special 


education teacher payments 
scaled on qualifications, and 
authorizes the state education 


department to provide financ- 
ing for emotionally disturbed 
children. 


In a two-hour presentation 


on LB568, introducing Sen. 
Terry Carpenter said merits 
of the measure in helping Ne* 
braska solve its doctor short- 
age can't be argued. 


He and other proponents 


pointed o u t that 40 other 
states already permit osteo- 
pathic school graduates to 
take medical licensure exams 
and practice if they pass. 


Dr. Wallace Pearson, pro- 


fessor emeritus of the Kirks- 
vilie School of Osteopathy, 
and Dr. C. R. Stark of Den- 
ver 
osteopathic member of 


the Colorado Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners, included these 
testimony points: 


The military and U.S. Pub- 


lic Health Services accept os- 
teopathic school graduates as 
physicians. 


Federal grants to improve 


osteopatbic schools and curri- 
culum include a recent $2 mil- 
11 o n capital improvement 
award to the Chicago school. 
Federal student loan funds 
also are annually available. 


Other states permitting os- 


teopathic licensure for medi- 
ca' surgical practice let physi- 
cians inspect medical colleges 
and osteopaths, osteopathic 
colleges. 


Opponents to LB568, includ- 


ing Creighton Medical School 
Dean Dr. Richard Egan, for- 
mer University of Nebraska 
College of Medicine Dean Dr. 
,J. Perry Tollman, Nebraska 
State Medical Assn. president 
Dr. Dan Nye of Kearney and 
Dr. Frank Tanner, Lincoln 
member on the state medical 
examining board, said LB568 
would legalize two standards 
of doctors and medical prac- 
tice for Nebraska. 


All four physicians were on 


the special inspection team 
authorized by 1963 legislators 
to inspect the five osteopathic 
schools for Nebraska accredi- 
tation. 


If okayed, it would have 


permitted graduates to take 
Nebraska's basic science and 
medical examinations. 


However, t h e inspection 


team's final report failed to 
approve any of the five. 


Legislation in 1965 provided 


that these five could ask for 
re-inspection. The physicians 
said no requests for re-in- 
spection have been received. 


Ac^ordinp to Dr 
Tanner, 


the Ojteopathic schools' ma- 
jor inadequacies were in clini- 
cal areas, 
particularly in 


Kirksville, and faculties. 


"Imagine the lack of clini- 


cal or patient training the 
Nil Medical College students 
would face if we moved them 
and the school to CoJumbus, 
Neb.," Dr. Tanner said. 


Committee members' ques- 


tions, indicating a division of 
thought on the bill, brought 
out these two typical com- 
ments :

wall beds that make up quar- 
ters for most of the boys con- 
fined there. 


Explaining his budget re- 


quests M o n d a y , Kearney 
Supt. E. Kent Hayes said he 
had asked for 10 more cottage 
parents so that "we can have 
double coverage — two peo- 
ple on duty — in the evening, 
when most of our problems 
arise." 


C o m m e n t e d 
Commit- 


tee Chairman Richard Mar- 
vel: "It appeared from our 
visit to the school that this 
is one area where you need 
some help." 


Hayes also asked for four 


social work counselors. 
In- 


t e r i m Institutions Director 
Maurice Sigler pointed out 
there are no counselors now 
and this "is one of the weak- 
est spots at the school." 


Said Marvel: "I think the 


combination of you two gentle- 
men should do quite a bit in 
upgrading that institution."

Said Outdated 


The dairy industry's future 


and products to be 
offered 


consumers occupied the open- 
ing sessions of the two-day 
dairy industry conference at 
the Nebraska Center T u e s- 
day. 


The longtime practice of 


pricing milk on its butterfat 
content — rather on protein 
content — may be outdated, 
indicated T. A. Evans, NU as- 
sociate professor 
of dairy 


marketing who spoke on cus- 
tomer acceptance of dairy 
products. 


Methods that would make 


butter more acceptable to the 
consumer w e r e discussed. 
Speakers who c a m e from 
many states noted that no 
dairy or imitation dairy prod- 
uct has ever excelled butter 
flavor. 


Some terms still relatively 


unknown by th« consumer 
such as butter oil, powdered 
butter or butter spread were 
discussed as means to mar- 
ket more dairy products. 


Substitute Products

Tax Filing 
Inconvenience 


Des Moines, la. UP)—People 


living in Iowa and working 
in Nebraska would s u f f e r 
some inconvenience if Ne- 
braska adopts a state income 
tax. 


This wouldn't involve dig- 


ging much deeper into t h e 
pocketbook unless Nebraska 
comes up with tax rates con- 
siderably higher than Iowa's, 
Earl O. Burrows, chairman 
of the Iowa State Tax Com- 
mission, said. 


The problem would be the 


same faced by other lowans 
living in border areas a n d 
working in other states — the 
necessity of more bookkeep- 
ing and filing two returns in- 
stead of one. 


Burrows said the Iowa com- 


mission is keeping an inter- 
ested eye on tax changes be- 
ing proposed or recently en- 
acted in border states. 


Minnesota recently passed 


a law permitting state tax of- 
ficials to enter into reciproci- 
ty agreements with b o r d e r 
states to provide that resi- 
dents of other states working 
in Minnesota and vice versa, 
need pay tax only in their 
home state. 


Nebraska has never had an 


income tax. Its voters, how- 
ever, recently adopted a con- 
stitutional amendment knock- 
ing out the state's property 
tax, which has been the basic 
levy for revenue purposes. 


That means Nebraska has 


to enact some kind of non- 
property tax program. It now 
is exploring possibilities of a 
sales tax-income tax combina- 
tion. 


Burrows said it would take

He said it would create 


"administrative

a person such as a railroad 
man came in whose income 
was earned in at least three 
states. 


It would be all right if the 


tax was the same in all three 
states, he said. But if the 
third state's law was differ- 
ent, both Iowa and Minnesota 
would have to seek a reci- 
procity agreement with t h e 
third state as well. Burrows 
added that such a system also 
might work a hardship on the 
taxpayer because he might 
have considerable money tied

D e v a n e y , as every- 


one now well knows, began 
his coaching career with 
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14 seasons in the Michigan 
high school ranks a f t e r 
graduation from Alma Col- 
lege in Michigan in 1939. 


In 1957 Devaney took his 


first head job at the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming where 
in his five years the Cow- 


boys had a 35-10-5 record 
and won a Sun Bowl game. 


In 1962 Devaney took a 


washed 
up football pro- 
gram and put it to sail at 
Nebraska and in the pro- 
cess is now the winmngest 
coach in the United States. 


After a 9-2 season last 


'year, Devaney's collegiate 
record is now 82-18-5 in- 
cluding six bowl appear- 
ances, five of them at Ne- 
braska.

Bigger Teaching Salaries 
Seen—Larger Classes, Too 


By LbOYD MaeDOWELt 
Over 600 Lincoln P u b l i c 


School teachers were told 
Monday 'night their salaries 
would be the No. 1 priority 
of the School Board. 


But. board member J o h n 


Lux said they would be ex- 
pected to teach larger classes. 


Lux's remarks were in re- 


sponse to a presentation of 
•alary proposals by Lincoln 
Education Assn. officials at a 
regular School Board meet- 
Ing scheduled in the evening 
to permit teachers to attend. 


Lonnie Johnson, LEA presi- 


dent, and Robert Johnson, 
chairman of the LEA salary 
committee, built a strong case 
for increased salaries, show- 
ing that Lincoln has higher 
effective buying power per 
household than the average of 
35 comparable cities while 
teachers salaries are below 
the averages in all categories. 


Proposed Salary 


Proposed salaries for teach- 
ers with B.A. degrees would 
range from $5,600 to $8,600 
compared with the present 
range of $5,050 to $7,850. 
Raises, including the annual 
increments due on the pres- 
ent schedule would range 
from $700 to $950. 


At the M.A. degree level, 


the range would be 
from 


$6,200 to $9,500 compared to 
the present $5,400 to $8,600. 
Raises, including increments 
would be from $900 to $1,250. 


Teachers with d o c t o r s 


degrees would receive raises 
of $1,100 and $1,300. 


Total cost of the package 


Was figured at $865,050 more 
than it would be with the 
present schedule with an ac- 
companying tax increase at 
current valuations of 2.96 
mills. 


The proposed s c h e d u l e 


showed intermediate 
steps, 


worth $250 each for 15 credit 
hours of preparation beyond 
the B.A. degree 
and the 


M.A. degree with an addi- 
tional $250 step for com- 
pletion of a six-year pro- 
gram.

School's 
Closing Is 
Peaceable 


Crete, Norris 
Take District 


Removal by the State Board 


of Education of Sprague-Mar- 
tell Central from the list of 
approved schools last week 
was about as peaceable as 
such an execution could be. 


A year ago the school was 


placed on probation by the 
board for six deviations from 
the approval requirements: 


—The total program 
offering 


was 160 hours compared to a re- 
quired minimum of 180. 


—The program included only 30 


hours in practical arts, all in bust- 
ness education, compared to a re- 
quire ment of 45. 


—State regulations require 15 


hours of industrial arts. Sprague- 
Martell Central offered none. 


—No teacher in the system met 


the criterion of six 
semester 


hours of preparation in library 
science. 


—The library had fewer than 


the required 800 books. 


—The science laboratory was 


rated "very poor," with no stu- 
dent experimental area. 


In view of the probationary 


status of the school, patrons 
voted last June at an annual 
meeting to discontinue opera- 
tion of the school after the 
current year. 


Since it was known that the 


school would not operate in 
1967-68, no attempt was made 
to remove the deficiencies 
which had caused the threat 
to its approval. 


Merger Favored 


Last month a vote of the 


patrons indicated that t h e 
majority wished to 
merge 


with the Crete school district. 


William L. Walker of Lin- 


coln, attorney for the Central 
school board, is drawing up 
petitions for the signatures of 
Sprague-Martell and Crete 
school board members as a 
first legal step in consummat- 
ing the merger. 


In the meantime, some 30 


property owners, mostly in the 
eastern portion of the district, 
have filed or indicated their 
intention to file "freeholder" 
petitions to attach their prop- 
erty to the Norris 
district 


south of Lincoln. 


The Crete school board has 


indicated its willingness, ac- 
cording to Lancaster County 
Supt. Glenn E. Turner, to ac- 
cept the remainder 
of the 


Sprague-Martell district, along 
with its indebtedness. 


The Norris district, Turner 


said, was willing to accept 
the Sprague-Martell district 
but did not want to assume 
the debt. 


The current Sprague-Mar- 


tel mill levy is 25.71 for oper- 
ation and 2.82 for b o n d e d 
debt. Levies in the Norris dis- 
trict (160) are 34.71 and 2.51. 
Crete's levies are 41.12 and 
4.48.

Closing Is 
Peaceable 


Crete,, Norris 
Take District 


Removal by the State Board 


of Education of Sprague-Mar- 
tell Central from the list of 
approved schools last week 
was about as peaceable as 
such an execution could be. 


A year ago the school was 


placed on probation by the 
board for six deviations from 
the approval requirements: 


—Th* total program 
offering 


was 160 hours compared to a re- 
quired minimum of ISO. 


—The program included only 30 


hours in practical arts, all in busi- 
ness education, compared to a re- 
quirement of 45. 


—State regulations require IS 


hours of industrial arts. Sprague- 
Martell Central offered none. 


—No teacher in the system met 


the criterion 
of six semester 


hours of preparation in library 
science. 


—The library had fewer than 


the required 800 books. 


—The science laboratory was 


rated "very poor," with no stu- 
dent experimental area. 


In view of the probationary 


status of the school, patrons 
voted last June at an annual 
meeting to discontinue opera- 
tion of the school after the 
current year. 


Since it was known that the 


school would not operate in 
1967-68, no attempt was made 
to remove the deficiencies 
which had caused the threat 
to its approval. 


Merger Favored 


Last month a vote of the 


patrons indicated that t h e 
majority wished to merge 
with the Crete school district. 


William L. Walker of Lin- 


coln, attorney for the Central 
school board, is drawing up 
petitions for the signatures of 
Sprague-Martell and Crete 
school board members as a 
first legal step in consummat- 
ing the merger. 


In the meantime, some 30 


property owners, mostly in the 
eastern portion of the district, 
have filed or indicated their 
intention to file "freeholder" 
petitions to attach their prop- 
erty to the Norris 
district 


south of Lincoln. 


The Crete school board has 


indicated its willingness, ac- 
cording to Lancaster County 
Supt. Glenn E. Turner, to ac- 
cept the remainder of the 
Sprague-Martell district, along 
with its indebtedness. 


The Norris district, Turner 


said, was willing to accept 
the Sprague-Martell district 
but did not want to assume 
the debt.
